PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING 
THE CIRCUIT COURT CLERK OF COOK COUNTY 
TO ESTABLISH A FEE TO FINANCE CHILDREN’S WAITING ROOMS 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 18 Courts, Article II 
Fees and Service Charges, Section 18-41 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 18-41. Children’s Waiting Room Fee. 

Beginning on or before December 1, 2008, the Comptroller shall create a special revenue fund to 
be entitled, “The Children’s Waiting Room Fund.” Beginning on December 1, 2008, the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court of Cook County shall collect a mandatory fee of $10.00 to be assessed as provided in this 
section. Assessments shall be collected by the Clerk of the Circuit Court and must be remitted monthly 
by the Clerk to the County Treasurer, to be retained by the Treasurer in the Children’s Waiting Room 
Fund. Expenditure from the Fund shall be made by the County Board in payment of any cost related to 
the establishment and maintenance of Children’s Waiting Rooms, including personnel, heat, light, 
telephone, security, rental of space, or any other item in connection with the operation of a Children’s 
Waiting Room. 

The fee is to be paid as follows: 

1) The fee shall be paid at the time of filing the first pleading, paper, or other appearance 
filed by each party in all civil cases. 

2) No additional fee shall be required if more than one party is presented in a single 
pleading, paper, or other appearance. 

3) The fee shall not be charged in any matter coming to the Clerk on a change of venue, nor 
in any proceeding to review the decision of any administrative officer, agency, or body. 

This Ordinance shall not supersede any other Ordinance enacted by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, which establishes and sets fees to be charged for other services not previously listed and 
provided by the Cook County Circuit Court Clerk; and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 32 Fees, 
Section 32-1 Fee Schedule of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows:

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

EXCEPTIONS TO WEIGHT AND SIZE LIMITATIONS ON VEHICLES USING 
COUNTY HIGHWAYS AND FINE SCHEDULES FOR SUCH VIOLATIONS 

WHEREAS, counties and municipalities across the State of Illinois institute vehicle weight limit 
restrictions on roads throughout their jurisdictions to protect the health, safety and welfare of its citizens 
and the infrastructure of their municipality; and 

WHEREAS, the Village of Tinley Park has begun the planning of an expansion and extension of 183rd 
Street to run from Harlem Avenue to LaGrange Road; and 

WHEREAS, the improved and extended roadway is unique to other county highways in that it will pass 
directly through an area of Tinley Park immediately adjacent to residential homes on both sides of 183rd 
Street while providing a truck thruway to avoid a weigh station on Interstate 80; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Department of Transportation has determined that a weight restriction on 
183rd Street will not alter or interfere with the purpose of the road; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Department of Transportation has determined that a weight restriction on 183rd 
Street will not alter or interfere with the purpose of the road; and 

WHEREAS, as mandated by State law, County government has the principal responsibility for the 
protection of persons and property, the provision for public health services and the maintenance of 
County highways; and

WHEREAS, in meeting those requirements, it is necessary to implement a gross vehicle weight 
restriction for the protection of persons and property; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has determined that, due to a unique set of 
circumstances, it is in the best interest of the protection of persons and property that a gross vehicle 
weight restricted be implemented on 183rd Street. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
66 Roads and Bridges, Article V, Section 66-140 through 66-143 of the Cook County Code is hereby 
enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE V. EXCEPTIONS TO WEIGHT AND SIZE LIMITATIONS ON VEHICLES USING 
COUNTY HIGHWAYS AND FINE SCHEDULES FOR SUCH VIOLATIONS 

Sec. 66-140. General. 

(a) The provisions of this Article governing weight and load do not apply to the following 
vehicles: 

1. Fire Department apparatus. 

2. Equipment for snow and ice removal operations owned or operated by any governmental 
body. 

3. Vehicles owned and operated by any public utility when in the course of providing their 
services. 

Sec. 66-141. Notice of restriction. 

(a) There shall be posted, a notice of the weight restriction which shall be conspicuously 
posted at each end of the restricted portion of the roadway in a location clearly visible from the traveled 
way and shall contain, at a minimum, the following information: 

1. The name of the roadway. 

2. The gross vehicle weight limit. 

3. The ordinance number providing for the Gross Vehicle Weight Restriction. 

Sec. 66-142. Roadways with weight restrictions. 

(a) It is unlawful for any person to drive or move on, upon or across or for the owner to cause 
or knowingly permit to be driven or moved on, upon or across, a vehicle that exceeds the specified 
maximum gross vehicle weight, on the following roadways in Cook County: 

Roadway Maximum Gross Vehicle Weight 

183rd Street 16,000 pounds 

Between 84th Avenue and 
96th Avenue 

Sec. 66-143. Violations; Penalties: 

(a) Whenever any vehicle is operated in violation of the provisions of Sec. 66-142, the owner 
or driver of such vehicle shall be deemed guilty of such violation and either the owner or the driver of 
such vehicle may be prosecuted for such violation. Any person charged with a violation of any of these 
provisions who pleads not guilty shall be present in court for the trial on the charge. Any person, firm or 
coiporation convicted of any violation of Sec. 66-142, shall be fined according to the following schedule:

(b) In addition any person, firm or corporation convicted of 4 or more violations of Sec. 66- 
142 within any 12 month period shall be fined an additional amount of $2500 for the fourth and each 
subsequent conviction within the 12 month period. Provided, however, that with regard to a firm or 
coiporation, a fourth or subsequent conviction shall mean a fourth or subsequent conviction attributable to 
any one employee - driver. 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall be in effect upon passage.

ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING COOK COUNTY 
RET AIT; ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT INCENTIVES 

BE IT ORDAINED, pursuant to Cook County's home rule authority under Article VII, Section 6(a) of 
the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners (“County 
Board”) that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article XV, of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE XV, COOK COUNTY RET AIT; ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT INCENTIVES 

Sec. 74-580. Short Title. 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Ordinance Establishing Cook County Retail 
Economic Development Incentives.” 

Sec. 74-581. Declaration. 

(a) The County Board hereby establishes the Cook County Retail Economic Development 
Incentives program which shall be the method by which Cook County will encourage establishment or 
maintenance of retail businesses and jobs in Cook County. The purpose of this ordinance is to authorize 
Cook County to work with Illinois municipal corporations located in Cook County to provided needed 
economic stimulus to encourage establishment or maintenance of retail businesses and jobs in Cook 
County. The County Board hereby finds and declares that Cook County do the following:

(1) Provide incentives to encourage the establishment or maintenance of retail businesses and 
jobs in Cook County; and 

(2) Provide enhanced revenues for all the people of Cook County; and 

(3) Provide cooperation with all municipal corporations located in Cook County. 

Sec. 74-582. Definitions. 

For purposes of this Ordinance, the following words or terms shall have the meaning or 
construction ascribed to them in this Section: 

Cook County Code means the Code of Ordinances of Cook County, Illinois. 

Cook County means the County of Cook, a body politic and corporate of Illinois. 

County Board means the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, Illinois. 

Fiscal Year means the fiscal year of the County. 

Illinois Municipal Corporation means a City or Village incorporated within Cook County Illinois. 

Ordinance means the Ordinance Establishing Cook County Retail Economic Development 
Incentives, as amended. 

President means the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 

TIF means Tax Increment Fund District created by an Illinois Municipal Corporation under 
Illinois law. 

Sec. 74-583. Establishment of the Cook County Economic Development Incentives. 

(a) The President shall designate the Department of Planning and Development to 
administer this ordinance. 

(b) The President, or his designee, shall report to the County Board on a monthly basis the 
number of businesses using the incentives provided for in this ordinance, the jobs created, sales generated and 
the total cost to Cook County. 

(c) Cook County shall in a non TIF district participate in any economic development program 
entered into by any Illinois Municipal Corporation through ordinance or contract that encourages 
establishment or maintenance of retail businesses and jobs. 

(d) Cook County shall match dollar for dollar any sales tax rebate up to 50% of the County’s 
share of sales tax on the same terms as any Illinois Municipal Corporation provides a business; provided 
Cook County is satisfied that the projections of the Illinois Municipal Corporation that such rebate will 
provide additional retail sales and will establish or maintain retail jobs in Cook County are reasonable. 

Sec. 74-584. Severability. 

Any provision of this Ordinance declared to be unconstitutional or otherwise invalid shall not 
impair the remaining provisions of this Ordinance.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

PROPERTY TAX BILL MODIFICATION PROPOSAL TO 
ELUCIDATE THE DISBURSEMENT OF MONIES TO TAXING AGENCIES 

WHEREAS, in Cook County, the County Treasurer, among other duties, oversees the property tax 
collection and distribution system and is responsible for printing and mailing bills based on the data 
provided by other county and state agencies on assessments, exemptions and tax rates, as well as the 
collection of $9 billion each year in taxes from the owners of more than 1.6 million parcels of property; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Treasurer is also tasked with the distribution of the collected tax funds to approximately 
1,700 local government agencies that have the jurisdiction to collect taxes, including school districts, 
villages, cities, townships, park and forest preserve systems, libraries, public health and safety agencies, 
election authorities, economic-development agencies and bonds to pay for public-works projects; and 

WHEREAS, it is of paramount importance that the taxpayers of the County of Cook understand how 
their tax dollars are distributed and used; and 

WHEREAS, the County Real Estate Property Tax Bill, as currently fashioned, is a source of confusion 
for many taxpayers; and 

WHEREAS, simple modifications to the current bill format can be implemented in order to properly and 
more accurately reflect the disbursement of property tax monies to the corresponding government 
agencies; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed modifications include the following: Title - “Consolidated Property Tax Bill”, 
Categories - created and titled by taxing body, Percentages - next to each category and each tax item. 
Totals - next to each category and a grand total; and 

WHEREAS, these modifications will assist in improving government transparency and understanding of 
said tax bill, empowering residents with the information necessary to make more informed decisions on 
how their hard-earned tax dollars are spent. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that the 
Treasurer of the County of Cook cause to be modified the format of the property tax bill per the above 
specifications in order to elucidate the disbursement of monies collected on behalf of local government 
taxing agencies; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that said modifications should be implemented in a timely manner so 
as to be reflected in the second installment of the 2008 tax year, scheduled to be mailed by October 
FY2009.

WHEREAS, the above mentioned section of LaGrange Road is a four lane roadway passing through an 
area which is populated by residences and Carl Sandburg High School; and 

WHEREAS, the speed limit on LaGrange Road approaching the Southwest Highway Underpass is 
currently 35 miles per hour and increases to 45 miles per hour in the residential and school zone; and 

WHEREAS, since that time when the speed limit of 45 miles per hour was instituted, there have been 
major residential and commercial developments including a new townhome subdivision and shopping 
center directly across the street from Carl Sandburg High School; and 

WHEREAS, over the past three years, there have been over 100 motor vehicle collisions in the area of 
the school on 131st Street including the fatality of a pedestrian who was a student at Carl Sandburg High 
School; and 

WHEREAS, the new shopping center across LaGrange Road from the school will attract more foot 
traffic than ever before, placing lives in danger. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Cook County Board of 
Commissioners urges the Illinois Department of Transportation to reduce the speed limit on LaGrange 
Road from the Southwest Highway Undeipass to 131st Street from 45 MPH to 35 MPH; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the President and Cook County Board of Commissioners urges the 
Illinois Department of Transportation to declare the area 500 feet immediately on either side of Carl 
Sandburg High School as a School Zone and reduce that area to 20 MPH on school days when children 
are present.

WHEREAS, Almighty God in His infinite wisdom has called a truly loved man who was full of life, 
William C. Thomas, from our midst; and 

WHEREAS, William “Bill” Thomas was bom to Joseph and Alberta Thomas, the youngest of four 
children, on April 3, 1936; his parents instilled a strong work ethic in all of their children; and 

WHEREAS, in 1952, Mr. Thomas joined the United States Air Force, where he served his Country 
flying aircrafts; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Thomas was employed by E.I. DuPont for thirty-five years where he excelled as a 
salesman; his hard work and determination gave him the ability to break his sales forecasts on numerous 
occasions; and 

WHEREAS, in 1972, Mr. Thomas and his wife, Jean, became successful entrepreneurs, opening a 
children’s store, “Bee Jay Togs, in the Woodlawn Gardens Shopping Center in Chicago; the success of 
the store prompted them to open two more stores, one on 47th Street and one in the Roseland 
neighborhood, both in Chicago; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Thomas and his wife also ran a successful printing company at this time, while Mr. 
Thomas maintained his full-time position with E.I. DuPont; and 

WHEREAS, after retiring from E.I. DuPont in 1994, Mr. Thomas volunteered for Bill Shaw’s first term 
campaign for Mayor of Dolton; after Mr. Shaw’s victory, Mr. Thomas was hired as an administrative 
assistant; over time his dedication led to his being named the Chief of Staff; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Thomas was a devoted husband, father, uncle, brother and friend; many thought of him 
as a “great guy”; he enjoyed helping people and would go the extra mile to do so. 

WHEREAS, Mr. Thomas is survived by his wife, Jean, his children and step-children, Doris, Felicia, 
Gregory, Benita, Dione, Rory, James and Neil; additionally, he was a doting grandfather who loved to 
brag about his grandchildren, and he will be missed by a host of nieces, nephews and cousins.

This grant provides funding for gender-responsive treatment 
services provided to nonviolent felony offenders referred to the Criminal Division’s Mental Health 
Treatment Court. The Mental Health Treatment Court pilot program was launched in April 2004 to 
reduce incarceration of mentally ill, nonviolent felony offenders. The specialty court accomplishes this 
by enhancing court supervision and improving the delivery of mental healthcare to such offenders, who 
have significant mental illness and substance abuse disorders, some have other health concerns, as well, 
such as positive tests for HIV. In its first three years of operation, the Criminal Division’s Mental Health 
Treatment Court has received more than 200 referrals, both male and female. Early program results are 
encouraging, with recidivism for participants substantially reduced. The grant funds will allow the 
participant capacity of the program to increase by an additional 25 offenders, or 75 per year. 

The authorization to accept the original grant was given on November 20, 2007 by the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners in the amount of $200,000.00.
